PARIS, June 1—I have just com- 
‘pleted another trip to the front, prob- 


ably the most important one accorded 
any correspondent since the war be- 
gan. For several days, in the company 
of three, Paris.editors, I was escorted 
by an officer of the General Staff 
through the entire sector north of Ar- 
“yas where the French have been mak- 
ing brilliant gains in the last few 
“weeks. 

The trip was arranged suddenly by 
the War Ministry in order to prove the 
truth of the French official commu- 
niqués an4 ‘the falsity of the German 
reports. I was the only neutral in the 
party. In fact, the day before we 
_aptarted I was informed that trips to 
“the front had temporarily been aban- 
doned because the fighting was too hot 
to‘take correspondents to any_place on’ 
_thé'line. During the entire tine 1 was 
” under heavy artillery fire and got more} 
intimately acquainted with *>modert 
war thar on ali. my previous trips, to 
thé front. 1 was especially fortunate 
ts Berpicked out by the War Office 
over all competitors.as the single for- 
eigher permitted to go, for it so hap- 
» pened that we covered the same sector 
of fighting as that traversed last Feb- 
ruary on my first officially authorized 
visit to the battle zone. Thus I was

The result of this long walk taught 
me many things. First in importance 
was that my confidence in the supe- 
Tiority of German trenches had been 
sadly misplaced. Since the. trench 
fighting began after the battle of the 
“Marne we have been regaied in Paris 
with stories of the marvelous German 
trenches. Humorists went to far as to 
have them installed with baths. and 
electric lights, but we have all believed 
them to be dry, cement lined, with 
weather-proof tops and comfortable 
sleeping quarters, and as hygienically 
‘perfect as the German organization 
nas ever made anything. © This belief 
for me had been borne out in accounts 
of the German trench life reported for 
American newspapers and magazines.

‘termediary. ‘There is no reason for 
Austria-Hungary not making just and 
equitable concessions to Rumania.”’ 


A Copenhagen dispatch on April 22 
quoted the Rumanian Minister to Italy 
as’ having said that Rumania had de- 
manded cessions of territory from Aus- 
tria in return for remaining neutral in 
the war, but that Austria had refused 
to. acquiesce. Just what’ these alleged 
demands were was not stated, but the 
Minister was reported to have said that 
there existed a defensive alliance be- 
tween Rumanid and: Italy, ‘and that 
Italy would not accept any offer from 
Austria without - having received the | 
sanction of Rumania, ' 

While there have beén several ‘rumors 
recently concerning Rumania and the 
war—that she would remain neutral and 
that she was negotiating with the Allies 
ahd *was believed to be on the brink 
of war—nothing has come through of 
any demands made on Austria.

FORM A CURTAIN 
OVER FOR'S LINES

the German commandant. The sides 


of his underground cavern were all 
solid concrete, with cement inner 
walls separating four rooms. Paper 
and. artistic. burlaping covered the 
walls and ceilings, and rugs were on 
the floors. The furniture was all that 
could be desired. There was a good 
iron bed, an excellent mattress, a 
dresser with a pier glass, and solid 
tables and chairs. The rooms consist- 
ed of an office, dining room, bedroom, 
and a kitchen, with offshoots for wine, 
and sleeping quarters for the orderlies 
and cook. Kultur demanded that the 
Kaiser’s office should have the best 
accommodation transportable to the 
firing line, but the fare of the common 
soldier, I should judge, averaged quite 
a third below that of the French—both 
privates and officers, all of whom 
share the common lot, with straw for 
bedding and elther mud or stars for 
the roof. ‘ 

Leaving this commandant’s late mag- 
nificence, we soon found ourselves in 
another wide, corduroy-lined trench, 
with straw dugouts. My Major, with- 
out. attempting any comparison, but 
merely to get my geography right, said 
quite simply: “We are now in the 
parallel French trench to that German 
one we just visited.” 

The French Iron Curtain. 

All this particular bit of trenches 
was where the Germans cleared out 
precipitately after French night at- 
tacks, and without waiting for the 
fearful “ rideau de fer,’ ‘or iron curtai 
with which the French usually doveh. 
tate everything before advancing. Lit- 
tered through them were hundreds of 
unused cartridges, rifles, knapsacks, 
‘bayonets, and clothing of every de-« 
scription. The dead had been taken 
away just before our arrival. The 
prisoners—hundreds of them—we met 
going to the rear. 

The second great lesson I learned 
on this trip I already had a good un- 
derstanding of from my previous trip, 
It is that the “rideau de fer” is the 
most terrible thing ever devised ‘by 
man to devastate not only men but 
every single objectupon which it de- 
scends. 

This time I saw the results of the 
“rideau de fer” on another long 
stretch of what had lately been Ger- 
man trenches. The “rideau de fer,” is 
simply, the French method of converg- 
ing artillery fire upon a single point 
where they intend to attack or where 











tt is possible is due to the enormous 
number of guns and the unlimited sup- 
ply of high explosive shells. - 

Behind the entire infantry lines there 
seems 'to be an endless row of batteries 


trenches. These terrible little destroy- 
ers can whirl‘in any direction at will, 
so when the order comes for the “ fi- 
deau de fer” at any point, literally 
hundreds of guns within a few seconds 
are converging their fire there, drop-

nearly a quarter of a million shelis in 
one day. Unlike the English shrapnel, 
which makes little impression against 
earthworks, the French use explosive 
shells almost entirely. 

As I walked over’ this section after 
the curtain had been lifted, I was ab- 
Solutely baffled for descriptive words. 
All the earth in.that vicinity seemed 
battered out of shape., The dead need- 
ed no burial there.. Down under. the 
wreck and ruin the dead all lie cov- 
ered just where they fell. 

Among the places I either visited! or 
at least was able to see plainly, all of 
which were held by the Germans at 
the time of my last trip, were Saint 
Dloi, Carrency, Notre Dame de Lo- 
rette, Souchez, and Neuville Saint 
Vaast, where the fighting. still contin- 
ues from house to house. 

I found the same efficient, imper- 
turbable army that I discovered pre- 
| viously, all absolutely sure of complete 
victory not very far off. I got an illus- 
tration on this trip of the imperturba- 
bility of the French soldier in such a 
way as I never before beli¢ved existed: 
We were walking along a country lane 
to a turning where a trench boyau 
began. Just at the turning the nose 
of a “seventy-five” poked across the 
path. Although the gun was speak. 





playing at war and snapping empty 
rifles who the day before stood in the 
trenches firing bullets, and who will do 
it again tomorrow. The manoeuvres 
come during “days of repose” from 
the trenches, when the.men know they 
at: least have jthat day more to, Hye, 
Every field, every road was full of 
them. 

We motored along country lanes 
preferably ‘to the main highways, 
where our autos would be more easily 
discerned by the German aeroplanes 
constantly hovering about. In these 
lanes we found lines of men sneaking 
along,’ sometimes crawling inch by 
inch, to surprise an imaginary enemy 
down around the bend. In the fields 
we saw charges and counter-charges 
from trench:to:trench. We saw cav- 
alry manoeuvres across the open coun- 
try and cavalry on foot facing each 
other in long lines along the roadsides, 
fighting desperately with lance and 
clubbed carbine. 

Occasionally a real shell would come 
popping over from somewhere to tear 
a hole in the roadside to make our au- 
tomobiling more difficult. In fact, we 
discovered that during “ Joffre’s of- 
fensive” days of repose mean drill, 
drill, and more drill, and when the men 
are not drilling many of them are 
guarding prisoners.

The: man then. raised: his head and 
looked oir way. He was'a soldier. His 
cap was slanted over one eye, his pipe 
dangled from fis: mouth, and his face 
wore an expression of {ffritation. See- 
ing the officer, he saluted, but did not 
trouble t6 stand up. ; 

“What are you doing there?” the 
officer called.. The man. raised his 
dirty fist to his cap.and said, “ Digging 
carrots,” 

As we gasped our astonishment he 
calmly went back to his grubbing, this 
time, it seemed, slightly nearer to the’ 
lash of the cannon than before, 

‘Mimic War Near the Real Thing. 

Another’ impressive ‘sight ‘afforded 
me was the manoeuvresbéehind the 
lines. I do not mean strategic 
oeuvres. bearing upon. the real opera; 
tions, but manoeuvres | such’ “as were 
held in brévious: years—mimic warfare'|<. 
within. the sound of-real war and only 
a couple.of miles away.. Approaching }- 
the front, we were continually passing:

Along other roadsides we saw hun- 
dreds of prisoners, usually in charge 
of a cavalry company marching them 
to the rear. At one place we stopped 
and talked with them—several could 
speak French. There were many well 





perfectly content to do no more fight- 
ing. About a dozen under one guard 
were across the road in a meadow toss- 
ing a tennis ball about, laughing and 
joking. Others wete eating luncheon. 
It was just 1 o'clock. They had the 
same fare as their captors, the only 
difference in service being that the 
captors got theirs first. 

Our officer talked to the Captain of 
the guard, who explained that his lot 
of about 400 had just been taken at 
Neuville Saint Vaast. Our officers 
then talked to the prisoners. I was 
surprised to note the extraordinary de- 
cency of their attitude and conversa- 
tion. There was no boasting, no arro- 
gance, no animosity. On the contrary, 
I heard one Captain telling the prison- 
ers considerable they apparently did 
not know about the progress of the 
fighting in that neighborhood. He 
smiled as he talked, an@ concluded. by 
telling the men they would be well fed 
and well treated. 

I. also noted the attitude of the pris- 
oners: Asa French officer approached 
the German soldier, true to his years 
of iron discipline, leaped to his feet and 
stood rigid as'a poker through the 
talk, but never the raising of a hand

T strolled down the road and found 
another with whom I was able to talk.

Coming from the trenches at night, 
wé waited in a little hamlet about a 
kilometer in the rear for our automo- 
biles. About 1,000 soldiers were there, 
waiting to return to the trenches in 
the. morning. They completely sur- 
rounded us, singling me out for obser- 
vation on account of my khaki clothes. 
I heard one ask our Captain about me. 
The Captain replied that I was a cor- 
respondent of THE NEw Yorx Timzs. 
Many had never seen an. American be- 
fore. I was.conscious that I was an 
object of intense curiosity. 

I saw one little chap pushing through 
the crowd. He stood before me and 
thrust. out his hand. .“ Hello!” he 
said., I thought his “Hello! ” might 
be French quite as easily as Amer- 
ican, so I merely returned his hand- 





shake. He grinned, and then said in 
perfectly good “American”: “You 
forget’ me, huh?” I admitted _my 
shortcoming in memory; but his beard 
was very thick and stubby and his uni- 
form was very dirty. I complimented 


his linguistic "ability. He waved. his- 


arms, saying: “ Huh; didn’t I live eight 
years in little old New York?” "Phen 
he came still nearer, saying “You 
don’t remember me, and I have served, 
you many a cocktail..

Captain Greenhut said he could not re- 
call, but. didnot deny that Mr. Rosen- 
berg was accurate as he quoted records 
to show that the Greenhut Company paid 
the Monmouth concern $300,0000n Dec. 9 
last. In explanation of the calling of the 
notes which the store had given for these 


sums the. witness said that the Mon- 
mouth Securities Company wanted to 
change and improve its investments. The 

rice of Securities at that time was very 
ow, and it thought it could better iuself 
by. calling its loans. 

‘ Was it at that time,’ ’ asked Mr. Ro- 
senberg, ‘that the Greenhut Company 
borrowed large sums from the banks? 4

The body of James Bugene Farther, a}} 


writer and teacher of French history and

Farmer, who was 45 years old, had 
lived for four years with H. H. Clarke 
in the Cromwell Apartments, 607 West 
187th Street. Up to Jan. 1 last. he was. 
a teacher in the Booth School for Boys, 
Forty-second Street and Fifth Avenué, 
of which Malcolm deW Booth ig head, 
and prior to that had taught jn - St. 


Paul’s. School at Concord, N. H. He. 


contributed a number of articles to the 
magazines, and in 1906 his book, “‘ Ver- 
sailles and the Court under Louis XIV” 
was published by the Century Company. 

More recently he had devoted his time 
to play writing. According to Mrs. 
Clarke, Farmer was accustomed to take 
long walks in the evening, return homie 
late, and work at his writing until 2 
and 8 in the morning. Not long ago, 
she said, he completed his first comedy, 
and submitted it to David Belasco. The 
manuscript was returned. According to 
Mrs. Clarke, the play went to s¢veral 
other managers and producers without 
success. Farmer often spoke of his 
play, she said, and seemed depressed by 
its failure. 

On May 15, Mrs. Clarke ieft for a 
week’s visit to Saratoga, and about the 
game time Mr. Clarke departed on a 
business trip.

Prof. Pupin Arranges for Their As- 
sistance’. In Caring for.’ 
’ Wounded .and Refugees. 


Twenty-five undergraduates of Colum- 
bia’ University, some of them from the 
Medicai’ School, have volunteered to go 
to Serbia for ‘the Summer months ‘ag an 
auxiliary Red*Cross to aid in. caring for 
the wounded: and refugees’ and in the 
transfer of supplies. They will sail. on 
or about’ June 18, and will go oy water 
to Saloniki, on the Aegean Sea. There 
they will put themselves at thé disposal 
of the. authorities: and be transferred; by 
rail to the destinations selected for them, 

The annountement was made yesterday 
by Dr. Michael 1, Pupin, ‘Professor of 
Mathematical Physics at Columbia, a 
Serbian by birth. The idea: originated 
with Professor Pupin, and the response 
to his appeal was hearty. The professor, 
however, .would.-permit none to join: the 
expedition who was unable to obtain per- 
mission: from his parents. The appli- 
cants must also pass’ a rigid physical 
eat aa : 

‘“All of those who are going on the 
‘trip are American boys,”’ said Professor 
Pupin last night. ‘They are enthusi- 
astic over the chance to get somewhere 
near the front, but of course they will 
not be permitted in the danger zones and 
the greatest care will be taken to guard 
their lives and health.

MOTOR KILLINGS DOUBLED. 


More Than Twice as Many Deaths in 
May as in-Same.Month Last Year. 


The report of the National Highways 
Protective Society,of accident last month 
due. to vehicle traffic in the streets of 
New ‘York City,’ made public, yesterday, 
shows that automobires killed thirty. per- 
sons, fourteen of whom’ were children 
under 16 years of age. Trolleys caused 
the death of five and wagons eleven, 
compared with fourteen by motor véhi- 
clés, eleven by wagons, and two by trol- 
ba 3 for May last year. 

@ society's monthly report of deaths 
by: automobiles will hereafter include 
motor cycles, sixteen. persons having 
been ‘killed by motor cycles since the 
first of ‘the year in New York State, 
compared. with two for the correspond- 
ing five months of 1914.

May twenty-four persons were killed by 
automobiles, four by. trolleys, and two 
by wagons. -In New. Jersey fourteen 
were killed by automobiles, one by trol- 
ley,‘and two by wagons. .Seyen persons 
were killed-at railroad’ crossings in- New 
York and three.in New Jersey, . 


MORTALITY RATE REDUCED. 


1,449 Deaths Last Week. Against 
1,547 for Week in 1914. 


A: mortality rate of 13,02 and 1,449 
deaths were reported for the last week 
as against 1,547 deaths anda rate of 
14.46 the corresponding week .in 1914, a 
decrease of 98 in the absolute figures 
and a.rate of 1.44 points, which is equiv- 
alent to a decrease in the relative fig- 
ures of 160.deaths. 

Scarlet fever, typhoid fever, diphtheria 
and croup, pulmonary tuberculosis, dis- 
eases of the nervous system, .and deaths 
from violence all showed considerably 
decreased mortalities. 

There were only a few cases which 
showed an increased mortality, among 
them measles. and whooping cough; but 
the increase in each instance ‘was ex- 
ceedingly small.

Opposing Armies Deadlocked. 


‘The military situation in Mexico is 
in a state of deadlock, with no imme- 
diate prospect of its being broken,” was 
the declaration tonight of a responsible 
officer of the Government, who has been 
making an intimate study. of the Mexi- 
can situation. He explained that the 
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advices received..from agents -of the 
United States Government indicated that 
there were about 60,000 men ensaged in 
the rival armies of Generals Obregon 
and Villa confronting one another ia 
the neighborhood of Leon, on the-north- 
western frontier of the State of Guana- 
juanato, in the very fieart of Central 
Mexico. 

These advices indicate that General 
Villa’s army aggregates about 
men, and that General Obregon has 
about ma same number, well intrenched, 
and waiting for the Villa forces to ad- 
vance.

KNEW. DOYLE. WAS KILLED 


Bieler, Sent to Sing Sing After Ad- 
mitting the Shooting, Tries to. 
Help Gang Leader’s Alibi. 


Owen. Madden, the Tenth Avenue gang 
leader; who is on trial’ béfore Judge 
Nott .for the murder of Patsy: Doyle, 
flew into a rage yesterday while being 
cross-examined by ‘Assistant’ District 
Attorney Edwards, and; declaring that 
he wag not getting a fair trial, left the 
stand abruptly. The ‘morning session 
of the trial: ended; and Madden was 
sent to the, Tombs to cool. off. In 
the afternoon ‘he had recovered. his com- 
posure and for nearly three hours he 
controlled himself under Mr, Bdwards’s 
fire of questions, Three other witnesses 
followed him and then it was announced 
that the evidence ‘was ajl in. 

The gang leader, on his direct exami- 
ration, said he was 28 years old, was 
married, and wag the father of: a three- 
year-old child. In an effort to’ prove 
an alibi he described his movéments on 
Nov. 28, the night Patsy Doyle was 
shot down by six bullets in’ a saldéon 
at Forty-first Street and Eighth Ave- 
nue. He said-that on the evening of 
tlie murder he went to a dance in'Fifty- 
first Street, and after that to a dance 
in the Bronx, whére he met Margaret 
Everdeane and Frieda Horner, two girls 
Who appeared as witnesses.against him. 

“We came downtown about 2 o’clock 
in, the morning,” he testified, ‘and with 
the girls went to a flat in Thirtieth 
Street. Margaret Everdeane was 
afraid to go.to her flat because she had 
received .a note from Doyle. We re- 
mained in the flat until. Monday.” 

*“ Who :told you that Margaret Ever- 
deane was afraid she might be arrested 
on account of Doyle’s note?’”’. Mr. Ed- 
wards asked Madden. Madden had pre- 
viously testified that the girls had not 
told him of the_killing of Doyle.

For the new medical school 
the fund needed is» @stimated at §2,- 
000,000, which credits $800,000 asa the 
value of the present site of the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons. A general 
ehdowment of $4,000,000 is sought for 
Columbia's patt of the plan. | 

The plan calls for thé immediate erec- 
tion of a building for administration, 
& building to house the medical sciences, 
the Crocker Cancer Research labora- 
tories, and a school of sanitary science 
and public health, a building to house 
the hospital, with. capacity for 1,200 
patients; a building for the Vanderbilt 
Cliric, to serve also as the out-patient 
depaftment of the hospital; dormitories 
for 400 medical students, with dining 
hall for students and instructors, and a 
building to house a training school for 
nurses and to serve as the nurses’ home.

LYNCHING OR JUSTICE. 

A New Jersey jury has convicted 
nine men who shot strikers. ‘ The 
verdict disposes of any idea that the 
shooting was justifiable by the cdndi- 
tions on the one hand, and on the 
other hand convinces, or should con- 
vince, strikers that the courts are for 
them as much as for strikebreakers. 
Courts are neutral and produce. their 
decisions with certainty if the requi- 
site facts are proved. The New Jer- 
sey conviction is notable because it 
comes from a State where it has been 
supposed in some quarters that rail- 
ways and capitalist interests con- 
trolled both the making and the ad- 
ministration of law. The truth is so 
far different that New Jersey is 
rather ahead of other States in pur- 
suing the-trusts and now gives justice 
to strikers. The verdict is assurance 
that, if the facts require. it, the New 
férsey courts will give justice to cap- 
ital, perhaps more certairily than the 
political branch of the New Jersey 
‘Government. 

When courts administer justice be- 
tween labor and capital and between 
different factions of either labor or 
capital ifwill be possible for any man 
to work for his living in security, and 
it wil not be necessary for his em- 
ployer to maintain riflemen to protect 
his property or the lives of those who 
wish to work for him.. Lynching by 
capitalists and lynching by unionists 
are both offenses against the common 
good. Both will cease if they are both 
punished with equal séverity. Neither

JOHN W. ALEXANDER. 

The death of Joun W. ALEXANDER 
removes from the group of American 
artists an extremely winning per- 
sonality. This personality -was so 
closely and intimately expressed in 
his work that his friends will feel a 
sense of happy permanence for it 
through the presence in public gai- 
leries and private homes of his pic- 
tures, His sensitiveness to delicacies 
of effect was not an acquired but an 
inherent quality. It spoke of his 
natural gentleness of feeling, but it 
also spoke Sf his Americanism, that 
national tendency toward the veiling 
of deep emotions, toward reticence 
and repression. 

A French critic once wrote of his 
paintings that they were “ remarkable 
“for their happy enthusiasm, the 
“gobriety of. their technique, and 
“their true elegance of line.” The 
opinion’ of foreign minds is perhaps 
as close as one can get to the opinion 
of posterity, and this discriminating 
judgment portrays Mr. ALEXANDER’S 
essential. characteristics as an artist. 
It was the “ happy enthusiasm ” that 
made it possible for him to keep his 
aspect of modernity through changing 
fashions. Once, when the little ex- 
hibition world: was looking askance at 
a decidedly modern picture by a 
young and vigorous painter which 
had been hung at the Academy, Mr. 
ALEXANDER, standing before it, said 
to his companion, “I think that young 
‘“man will one day be our most im- 
“portant painter.” Thé incident was 
typical of his ability to find the merit 
in work remote from his own ideal.

As ohe who for many years had worked 
side by side with John W. Alexander and 
had grown to admire and to love, him, per- 
mit me to add my humble tribute .to his 
memory. 

There is no neel to dwell on his talent; we 
all know its charm. His art was clean, pure, 
and healthy. It rose at times to lofty 
Planes, We have hére at Princeton a choice 
¢xample—his portrait of the late Dr. James 
McCosh—to which I go as to a shrine, to 
see’ again the-finely cut, delicate features 
and the beauty of expression, and to feel 
again the influence of the pure soul and 
the strong nature. 

It is Dr. McCosh himself; but it is also a 
portrait of John W, Alexander.“ He has 
painted himself into that picture, and it will 
be hard for me to disassociate those two 
when I look at that canvas. Aléexander’s 
Was also a noble soul, and his features, 
sensitive and refined, were likewise chiseled 
by inward reflection. High ideals and hopes 
belonged to both. — 

Alexander suceéeded in his art, but met 
with many trials and disappointments. His 
frail health was a continuing burden, and 
the problem of housing the National Academy 
of Design, to which he devoted years of 
time and thought, was hot to be solved in his 
lifetime. He had to bear the brunt. of dis- 
couragement, but he bore it well, and when, 
at the recent dinnér of the Ackdemy at which 
he presided, his services weré mentioned, ‘the 
long and spontaneous cheering that followed 
was no ordinary tribute. It meant that for 
faithfulness, patience, and consecration to 
their cause Alexander stood supreme in the 
estimation of his fellow-artists. He has left 
to them a legacy of determination and of 
hope that will yet bear the fruit which he, 
alas, is not permitted to ses.

It was opehed « 
few months ago in a part of town Where 
there: are thousands of young. people 
eager for dancing and where there are 
almost no low-priced dancing places 
which are at once attractive and decent. 
It aimed to put on a self-supporting 
basis a garden where the best stand- 
ards were enforced and which would be 
free from both the condescensions of the 
ordinary philanthropic and vulgarities 
of the ordinary. commercial places of 
amusement. It provided a charming 
and convenient hall. There were no 
liquors. sold, The hours were reason- 
able. The hall, the music, the teachers, 
the chaperonage, the food were all of 
the best. Since the middle of December 
the women behind the Strand have 
given time and hard work to making the 
place a success. I have personally 
visited it several ‘tinies, have taken 
friends there, and have had weekly re- 
ports upon its work from an intelligent 
young woman who went there regularly 
from interest in the enterprise. That is, 
I have tried to k myself informed 
of the workings of the place, as I mean 
always to do when I lehd my name as 
a& patroness. . 

If there have been vicious women or 
men in the Strand, or if there have been 
questionable relations formed there, 
they have been occasional and en the 
character. which might occur i 
public place of amusement, however 
strictly managed.

National niaike 
emy of Design Expires Sud- 
denly of Heart Diséase. 





URGED PUBLIC GALLERIES as 


His Aim Was to Make New York a 
Great Art Ceritre—Winner of Many 
' Gold Medals Here and Abroad. 


John White Alexander, until recently 
President of the National Academy of 
Design, whose, paintings are to be-seen 
in foremost art museums of the world, 
died suddenly,’of. heart disease on Mon- 
day night at 9:20 o’clock at his home, 
116 East Sixty-fifth Street. Mr. Alex~- 
ander had been in ill health for some 
time. When he retired last March as 
head of.the Academy of Design the 
artist wag asked the reason and re- 
plied: : 

‘I. am’ tired, that’s all. The work 
has been discouraging because of the 
lack of help by. the city to obtain a 
suitable site for exhibition galleries.” 

Few of his friends and admirers sus- 
pected that Mr. Alexander was declin- 
ing. in his health. Until litthe more 
than a. week ago he was able to go 
about, but finally his heart affection 
became so serious he had to ‘stay in 
bed on the advice of hig pnysician, Dr. 
H. G. Myers, who warned the artist 
he’ needed a long rest. His fatal wie 
came so suddenly there was not 
to summon his son, Professor John, W. 
Alexander, Jr., from Princeton, nly 
Mrs, Alexander was at the artist’s bed- 
side when he died. 

More than any other man John. W. 
Alexander pointed out the necessity for 
adequate exhibition galleries in this 
city, and he never ceased his etform 
to have public galleries erected. 
hoped ‘to see New York miade the art 
centre of this country, if not of the 
world, and deplored conditions which 
enabled cities. of lesser importance to 
exhibit more extensively the paintings 
ef native and foreign artists. In his 

lea for public galleries Mr. Alexander 
Pequently emphasized that the lack of 
exhibition space was one of the great- 
est handicaps to young artists striving 
for recognition. 


- His Paintings from Life. 

Mr. Alexander painted from life such 
men as Walt Whitman, Joseph Jeffer- 
son, Oliver Wendell Holmes, Parke 
Godwin, John Burroughs, Alphonse 
Daudet, and Robert Louis Stevenson. 
His portrait of Whitman hangs in the 


Metropolitan Museum of Art. His work 
here and in Europe receiyed high praise, 
and particularly his paintings of women 
ahd girls; because it was in the latter 
studies, many critics think, the artist 
was at his best. 

The work of Mr. Alexander was dis- 
tinctive, It. was: characterized by an 
innate: sense of fineness because the 
artist discriminated in favor of ele- 
gance. There was nothing bold about 
his paintings and very little that. could 
be imitated. Still, admirers of Mr. 
Alexander have pointed out that his 
love of the elegant was a source of 
inspiration to younger artists. Perhaps 
his best-known works are the six lu- 
nettes in the Congressional Library. 

Mr: Alexander was born in Allegheny 
City,. Penn., on Oct. 7, 1856, the son of 
John and Francis (Smith) Alexander. 
He came to New York at the age of 17, 
and. worked for three years in the art 
department of Harper & Brothers, de- 
voting” his efforts entirely to illustra- 
tion. His ability attracted Abbey and 
Reinhart, working for the same firm, 
and it was at their suggestion that he 
went abroad in 1877 to study painting. 

First, he studied for three months at 
the Munich Royal Academy, where he 
received the medal for drawing. From 
there he went with a party of young 
Americans to Polling, an Upper Ba- 
varian village, where he stayed eighteen 
months painting, in company with 
Frank: Duveneck, J. Frank Currier, Jo- 
seph De Camp, and other Americans. 


_Wiuas Distinction in Paris. ‘ 


The first time Mr. Alexander exhib- 
ited in the French capital was in the 
Spring of 1893, when he sent portraits 
of three women to the exhibition of 


the Champ de Mars. These portraits 
were not only received, but were 
marked ‘“‘number one,” a distinction 
given to a very restricted number of 
those accepted, He-was noticed promi- 
nently in all the reviews of the ex- 
hibition, and at the June meeting fol- 
lowing the exhibition he was elected 
“ Sociétaire,’’ the highest honor be- 
stowed by the Champ de: Mars Salon. 
After this he was invited to take part 
in all the prominent’ European and 
American exhibitions, which he did. 

The Philadelphia Academy of Fine 
Arts awarded to Mr. Alexander its gold 
medal in. 1897 and a gold medal of 
honor in 1904. In addition he received 
these medals: Paris Exposition, 1900; 
Pan-American Exposition, Buffalo, 1901; 
Lippincott Prize. Philadelphia: first

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Substitute Amendment : May Forbid 
Exemption —Clergyman Says 
Churches Are Pauperized. 


Special to The New YorkTimes. 
ALBANY, June 1.—Representatives of 
churches and charitable and educational 
institutions appeared in force before the 
Committee on Taxation of the Constitu- 
tiona} Convention at a hearing held in | 
thé Senate Chamber this evening, ‘to op-' 
pose the proposed. constitutional amend- 
ment presented by James L. Nixon, @ 
Republican delegate from Buffalo, which 
would abolish the present tax exemp- 
tions enjoyed by corporations devoted to 
réligious, charitable, and educational en- 
deavors. According to the latest report 
of the Board of Tax>Commissioners, the 
aggregate value of private property at 
present exempt from taxation is $654,- 
486,829. 

The most elaborate of all the argu- 
ments against the proposed amendment 
was made.by William D. Guthrie, who 
the Roman Catholic 
churches and -the charitable and educa- 
tional institutions conducted by them. 
Mr Guthrie endeavored to prove to the 
committee that the State and. New York 
City were receiving ten-fold returns for 
what is granted in the way of tax ex- 
The Protestant churches had 
their own spokesmen on hand, but the 


tutions had not sent any representatives 
to urge their claims. 

Only three speakers appeared in favor 
of the proposed amendment. To the gen- 
eral surprise of all concerned, two of 
these speakers represented church in- 
terests. One was the Rev. Dr. F. J. 
Bolger, who said he had bcoen author- 
ized to speak for all the churches in 
Elmira. The other was John W. Slacer, 
who: appeared. as the spokesman for the 


Men’s Clubs of the Protestant Churches , 
in Buffalo. The third advocate of equal | 
taxation was James F. Morton, Jr., rep- 
resenting the American Secular Union. 
All three urged that the exemption was 
detrimental to the influence of the 
Church with the people and was opposed 
~ ce spirit of American institutions, 

was said after the hearing that in 
all *ikelinood the amendment would not 
be reported by the.Committee on Taxa- 
tion, but that another amendment would 
be drafted which would prohibit any éx- 
tension to new fields of freedom from 
taxation. 

The Nixon proposal would amend Arti- 
ele III. of the Constitution by inserting 
a new section to read as follows: 

No tax éxemption:on real estate shall be 
granted to any church, society, or school 
under church direction or ownership, nor to 
any cemetery association or public or pri- 
vate institution of any character not owned 
by the Federal, State, County, or Municipal 
Government, but all sucn property shall 
be taxed proportionately to. its assessed 
valuation, the said tax to be applied to 
the general fund of the city, county, or 
State by which it is levied. The Legis- 
lature shall enact such statutes -as are 
necessary for the enforcement of the fore- 
going provisions. 

Tax Commissioner Martin Saxe, who 
is Chairman of the Convention Commit- 
tee on Taxation, announced that he 
would hear the three advocates of. the 
proposed amendment cet 

The first speaker F. J. Bolger, 
pastor of the First Peabytertan Church 
of Elmira, said that.the churches long 
ago had passed the period of incubation 
when tax exemptions were essential to 
their: existence or wholesome growth. 
“(We believe,’’ he said, “ that the time 
has come when the churches, in common 
with other industries and enterprises, 
should bear their proportionate burden 
of taxation for ‘the support of the ov- 
ernment that affords them protection.’ 

‘“‘The church that is not able or will- 
ing to do so is doomed to an early 
pe per The church is almost the sole 

ageacy, aside drom the public press, 

ich in and out of season lifts up its 
bee ie for justice and for civic right- 
eousness. In this propaganda the 
church is hindered from the fact that 
we permit ourselves to be pauperized. 
Men have come to me time and time 
again and asked me what right the 
church has to appear as the exponent 
of civic righteou8negs when the church 
dodges its share of the taxes.”’ 

Mr. Slacer, the next speaker, said the 
‘existing tax exemption was not in ac- 
cord with true American principles. 

*I may be an unbeliever, or I may 
be one of those wha believe the family 
altar sufficient,’’ said Mr. Slacer. ‘‘ The 
Constitution’ accords me the right .to 
worship according to the dictates of my 
conscience. What right has the State 
to ask me to contribute to the upkeep 
of churches with which I have nothing 
in common, by taxing me so that they 
may be exempt from taxation?’’ 

Speaking about the present exemptian 
in favor -of educational and private 
‘charitable institutions as well as hospi- 
tals, Mr.-Slacer said that many such 
institutions in fact were paying con- 
cerns which invested their earnings in 
real estate that yielded handsome prof- 
pe because it was exempt from taxa- 

on. 

Educational institutions conducted un- 
der church auspices, Mr. Slacer said, 
had been .founded to promote “ sec- 
tarian exclusiveness,’’ which it was not 
good American policy .to encourage. 
The exemption, he continued, involved 
a serious loss to the State and. its 
municipalities. In Buffalo alone, he 
said, real estate valued at . 889,270 
was exempt from taxation in 913, Un- 
der the prevailing tax rate the exempt 
property would have yielded $1,595,140 in 
revenue to the City of Buffalo. 

James F. Morton, Jr., urged that at 
least church property should: be taken 
out of the exempt class. 

“*T ask that in the name of the well- 
established — that in this country 
there should be complete separation: be- 
tween State and Church,’’ he said. “I 
do not think the State can give the 
churches something for nothing without 
violating that principle.’’ 

The first speaker in opposition to the 
amendment was Charles Terry, a New 
York lawyer representing the Brick 
Presbyterian Church. He took the 
ground that the institutions aimed at in 
the amendment were public utilities, pat 
as such should be exempt from tion. 
The Brick Presbyterian Church, 
Terry said, owned $2, worth of 
property. which would be subject to 
taxation if the amendment were adopt- 
ed.
